WHY BETTORS ARE HEDGING. 

One reason why the Wall street odds 
against President Wilson’s re-election have 
rapidly declined from two to one until they 
are now at even money—or actual odds for 
Wilson—is that there are elements of 
strength back of his campaign about which 
Wall street, heretofore ignorant, is grad- 
ually learning to its dismay. | 

Industrial enterprise throughout’ the 
north and middle west is one of the chief 
among these factors. A prominent western 
manufacturer wrote his New York repre- 
sentative the other day that, although he 
had been a republican all his life, he ex- 
pected to vote for President Wilson, “be- 
cause,” he said, “we have never been so 
prosperous as we are today, and I do not 
believe in swapping horses in midstream.” 
And he added that the electoral vote of 
Ohio would, beyond question, go to Wilson. 

It is reports of this which are 
numerously finding their way into the

school in the south. 

Its appeal to the children is in the man- 
ner of itg operation, which is described as 
follows: 


It is operated on the slot-machine 
plan. When a coin is deposited in the 
slot corresponding to. its denomination, 
a rod is pushed by the child and a stamp 
comes out showing the amount of the 
deposit. These stamps are pasted in an 
individual bank book, and whenever the 
total deposits reach a certain sm the 
child takes the book to a bank and is cred- 


ited with the amount they represent. 

By this method school children will ac- 
guire habits of thrift, and the number of 
“little bankers” will be limited only by the 
school attendance. 

It is “first steps in finance” for children, 
and upon the foundation of nickels and pen- 
nies they have been in the habit of wasting, 
they will build the bank accounts of the 
future. 

It is said that New England is in advance 
of all other sectiong as to children’s savings, 
where “the number of savings accounts ap- 
proaches the number of the people,” and 
The Manufacturers’ Record adds _ that 
“what New England has done the south can 
do in an even greater way” through early- 
instilled lessons of thrift. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL OUTLOOK. 

We reproduce on this page a portion of 
a letter, thoughtfully analyzing the current 
political situation, from one of the leaders 
at the St. Louis bar, a foremost citizen of 
Missouri and one of America’s deep think- 
ers and a leading master of political econ- 
omy.

This observant Missourian has found that 
the tide has set so strongly in President 
Wilson's favor that “I am now confident of 
his success.” And there is no earthly, valid 
reason that can be advanced why the de- 
mocracy should not be successful next No- 
vember 7—why its three and a half years of 
unsurpassed achievements for the American 
people as a whole should not be rewarded 
by a continuance of its power to do good. 

For thirty years succeeding the civil 
war the democratic party had continually 
to face the republicans’ charge that it was 
the party of destruction, objection, fault- 
finding with the things that be—that it was 
simply “ag’in the government,” that it was 
the party of iconoclasm, the tearer-down;

“TO DESTROY LONDON.”’ 

The long-threatened great Zeppelin raid 
“for the destruction of London,’ may be 
scheduled for an earlier date than has been 
assigned for it by the all-knowing war 
experts, 

On the authority of an eye-witness of 
present German activity in the building of 
“giant Zeppelins” The London Observer 
says that at least fifty of them are nearing 
completion, and that the Germans make no 
secret of the fact that these are to lead in 
“The Great Raid,” when London will be

But the claim is made that England is 
fully prepared for the big air-battle; that 
“the Allies rule the air now,” with their 
planes that have proved their superiority.

A Canadian officer who has witnessed 
many air battles says of “the situation in 
the air,” with special reference to sky- 
battles on the western front:

Here, all day long, we 
watch our planes circling above our 
heads. Closely they come and go with 
the speed ang alertness of birds; far off 
they seem to | suspended in the sky. 
Occasionally a flight of five or more 
npenee, intent upon some special mis- 
sion, goes over high up and disappears 
into the distant mist. So rarely do the 
German machines appear some men who 
have been here daily for a month have 
not seen a single one. 


This contradicts German claims as to 
activity in that section, for very recent Ber- 
lin dispatches tell a different story. 

In the meantime, Germany is rushing the 
work of aircraft building, of the lighter and 
greater types, with the “obliteration of Lon- 
don” foremost in her thought. “We may 
not even spare Westminster Abbey,” says a 
German paper; and yet it is there, accord- 
ing to rumor, that the kaiser has hoped to 
be crowned as “Emperor of Europe!” 

With an aircraft efficiency to match that 
of the Zeppelin raiders, when the great sky 
conflict comes there will indeed be a thrill- 
ing spectacle! : 

But London does not see doomsday in it. 
“We wait and watch for them,” is the word, 
“and since ‘the great raid’ ig to be, the

Below, in his own words, is set forth the 
views and impressions anent the current

However, because this St. Louis lawyer, 
thinker and intense student of political econ- 
omy and Americam history, has made a broad 
and yet painstaking study of the situation 
and has gone carefully into it with the mind 
of a master, his conclusions and the process 


of reasoning by which he has arrived at 
them, are well worth study by the readers 
of The Constitution now, while they are so 
timely. 

The subject matter, too, is given added 
interest by the fact that it comes from the 
“doubtful” state of Missouri. 

While the author of the letter wrote it 
with no idea of its use in print, that portion 
of it dealing with the presidential situation 
is reproduced, as follows: 

Wilson’s Wonderful Gain. 


“If you had asked me a month ago 
about Mr. Wilson’s chances of re-election 
I would probably have declined to answer 
you because of the doubts I then enter- 
tained, but the tide has set in so strongly 
in his favor during the past two weeks 
that I am now confident of his success. 

“IT have been in Illinois and Michigan 
and am in close touch with the situation 
here in Missouri. Everywhere thoughtful 
people find themselves forced to the con- 
clusion that it would be folly for the coun- 
try to reject the services of its most bril- 
liant thinker in these trying times, even 
though they may not agree with him in 
all the things he has advocated. Those of 
less understanding are affected by the 
reigning ‘Peace and Prosperity.’ The peo- 
ple want peace and they have it. They 
want high prices for their labor and their 
commodities and they have them. Wilson 
having been made the issue, they give him 
credit for what they are enjoying. This 
applies particularly to the farmer, the la- 
borer and the small merchant, 

“The vote which has not been much 
discussed, but which I am satisfied is for 
Wilson, and which I am inclined to think 
will hold the balance of power, is the new 
vote—the vote of the young men who have 
come out of the great state universities 
during the past few years.

A BOULDER AS A MONUMENT 
AT TRINITY METHODIST CHURCH 

Many people heve, no doubt, wendered 
why a huge boulder was left standing in 
front of the Trinity avenue entrance of the 
Trinity Methodist church. If they had close- 
lv inspected the boulder they would have 
discovered that it was left as a monument 
to a pastor of the church. 

On the stone there is a bronze tablet con- 
taining the following inscription: 

“In memory of John Bradley Robins, D. D., 
who was pastor of Trinity church when it. 
was erected in 1911-13. He died November 
23, 1933.” 

Dr. Robins was a beloved pastor of Trinity 
church and it was during his pastorate that 
the old edifice on the corner of Trinity ave- 
nue and Whitehall street was sold and torn 
down, and the present edifice erected at the 
corner of Trinity avenue and Washington 
street. While the new church was being built 
Dr. Robins was pastor and died just before 
its completion. In making excavations for 
the new building the boulder was found, and, 
instead of being removed, was left as a mon- 
ument to the memory of Dr. Robins. 


TALK OF IMPEACHING OFFICIALS 
INDULGED IN FOR MANY YEARS 

As far back as 1857 there was talk about 
impeaching city officials.. At that early date 
a member of council, it was charged, made 
some money out of a contract with the city 
and there was talk about impeaching him. 
This impeachment talk has occurred off and 
on ever since, but up to date there has never 
been any impeachment proceedings in At- 
lanta. 

For the benefit of those who have heard 

this talk from time to time, and who do not 

Know exactly what an impeachment means, 

the law on the subject is here quoted: 
Section 103 of the city charter says: 

“The general council of said city shall 
have the sole right to try all impeachments. 
When sitting for that purpose they shall be 
under oath or affirmation. When the mayor 
is tried, the judge of the city court shall 
preside, and no person shall be convicted 
without the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present. Judgment, in case of im- 
peachment, shall not extend further than 
removal from office and disqualification to 
hold any office of honor, trust, or profit, un- 
der this charter; but the party convicted 
shall, nevertheless, be liable and subject to 
indictment, trial and punishment according 
to law.” 

Except in case of a trial of the mayor 
the general council sits as a jury with the 
mayor presiding as judge. Impeachment pro- 
ceedings can be brought upon complaint of 
any taxpayer after the matter has been inves- 
tigated and a trial ordered by a majority of 
council. 

FIRST KILLING AND HANGING 
THAT TOOK PLACE IN ATLANTA 

The first killing that occurred in Atlanta, 
according to a statement made by H. C. Hol- 
combe, pioneer citizen, several years ago, 
occurred in the city in 1847, when William 
Terrell stabbed to death a man named Me- 
Williams. The second killing occurred three 
years after, when Elijah Bird cut the throat 
of his brother-in-law, Dr. N. G. Hilburn. 
Noel D’Alvigny was on the spot and pro- 
nounced death almost instantaneous. This 
occurred in December, 1850. Bird was con- 
victed of murder and was subsequently par- 
doned by the legislature. 

The first hanging in Atlanta was when a 
young man by the name of Crockett was ex- 
ecuted for the murder of a man named Lan- 
drum. The crime was committed on the Mec- 
Donough road, now Capitol avenue. John 
Cobb was hanged for the same crime, he hav- 
ing been with Crockett. 

Landrum was murdered in 1856, and dur- 
ing that year three other murders were com-

So many requests come to call attention 
ito the disgraceful uncevered carts which pa- 
rade our streets, offend the eye and startle 
the nostrils that we are glad to suggest a 
simple and immediate remedy, within the 
reach of almost everyore, The benefit of 
this will. be two-fold. If every house de- 
stroys its own waste, it is not only kept 
clean and sweet, but it renders a service to 
the city by enabling it to do better work 
elsewhere. Every cart that is released adds 
to the capacity of street cleaning and health 
giving on the part of the city. There is a 
home within a mile of thercenter of the city 
where the garbage is emptied twice a week 
in summer, once in winter, right under the 
nursery window. Such a stench arises and 
pervades the well-to-do and even fashionable 
neighborhood! Now if those people had a 


little incinerator, there need be none of that. 
These unsightly carts Will soon be re- 
moved from our principal thoroughfares, 
they will no longér invade our premises, 
but will be left to do double duty in the neigh- 
borhoods that need them most. Let every 
woman who values the health of her family, 
the absence of flies and mosquitoes and the 
well-being of the city at large save up @ 
few pennies and buy her an incinerator.

And the peo- 
ple themselves are scarcely a whit be- 
hind in. reir interest, for human curJ- 
osity lea&® them to want to know who 
the new preacher will be and what he 
looks like. § 

Many Changes to Be Made. 

The work of making the appoint- 
ments rests with the bishop and his 
cabinet of eleven presiding elders.

N TOBACCO GOODS 


Tobacco Leaf Prints Warn- 
ing to Retailers, Which 
W. B. Carlton Says Every- 
one Should Read. 


“It’s going to be a case of first come, 
first served, with us,” said W. B. Carl- 
ton, president of the Capital City To- 
bacco company Saturday, in speaking of 
the scarcity of cigars and tobaccos. 
“And even at that,” he continued, ‘‘we 
are going to have to cut cown all the 
first orders in order to make a fair dis- 
tribution, and take any kind of care 
of our first ordcrs. 

“I just want in all sincePity to sug- 
gest to all dealers who have not placed 
their orders to do so at once. I have 
never known a time when smokers’ 
goods were so scarce. We get in oc- 
casionally a few small shipments, but 
they go a mighty small way in divid- 
ing them around to our customers. 
sacrcity of tobacco materiai, labor trou- 

les, shortage of railroad cars and many 
other things seem to be entering into 
the scarcity we are now cxperiencing 
——and the chances are 100 to 1 that as 
the holiday approaches it is going to 
be much worse. On one Dvrand alone, 
Stachelberg Smokers, we are at least 
a quarter of a million behind in deliv- 
ery. The last shipment we received it 
took sixteen days to get thcm here from 
Tampa, the railroads are so congested. 


Labor Troubles Hinder. 

“On Porto Rican goods—Portinos, El 
Toros, and the like—it seems that there 
is no great scarcity of material and the 
cigars are being made all right over in 
San Juan, but there has been all kinds 
of labor trouble over there—longshore- 
men, draymen and other handlers of 
freizht, and it’s hard to get the goods 
away from there. And then recently 
when we did have a nice bunch of those 
goods coming over via New York, and 
were needing and expecting them on 
every train, the blamed things were 
hung up eleven days in New York on 
account of labor troubles there with 
dock men and laborers.” 

An editorial in the last issue of To- 
bacco Leaf, the leading tobacco jour- 
nal of the country, seems to back up 
all that Mr. Carlton had to say, and it 
issues such a timely warring to retail 
dealers that it ‘is herewith reproduced 
as follows: 

What Tobacco Leaf Says. 

“Tt is true we are still dating our let- 
ters October, that we are still on the 
edge of our Indian summer, that most 
of us have not yet donned our flan- 
nels and that here in the temperate cli- 
qnates, at least, we continue to find out- 
door life quite as inviting as in the mid- 
summer... 

“Nevertheless. winter is drawing 
nearer with every tick of the clock, and 
experience has demonstrated that in the 
cigar business those whe anticipate 
the holiday season longest are those 
who greet its arrival with most pleas- 
ure and inconvenience. 

“Three weeks ago today the follow- 
ing warning to cigar and tobacco deal- 
ers apneared in this column: 

“‘Speakinge of increased demand 
for cigars, we venture on this oc- 
casion to make two predictions: 

“‘Rirst. that December, 1916, will 
be the biggest month that cigar 
store keepers in the United States 
have known for many years; and 
second, notwithstanding the earlv 
orders that have been placed with

Seareity a Calamity. 

“Close observation of traue conditions 
during the past three weeks prompts 
us to repeat the above prediction, made 
in The Tobacco Leaf of October 5. 

“Always cigar dealers tind themselves 
short on some sizes or some brand of ci- 
gars that they carry, and on some kinds 
or packings of cigarettes and tobac- 
cos.

“While the unprecedentedly high cost 
of living is unquestionably acting as a 
drain on the incomes of tnany people 
it is not nearly sufficient to offset the 
tremendously increased buying power 
of smokers, nor to curb the spending 
proclivity which marks the mood and 
temper of the people at the present 
time. 

“There is every promise that the 
month of December, 1916, will develop a 
veritable whirlwind of demand for all 
kinds of tobacco products. 

“For those dealers who have ample 
etocks on hand the holiday trade will 
prove a golden harvest-ti Tie. 

“For those who have misgauged their 
December requirements the holiday sea- 
son will wind up in something almost 
like a catastrophe. 

“Tt is devoutly to be hoped that ev- 
ery cigar store keeper will solidlv im- 
plant himself under the banner of pre- 
paredness at once”

“Acetic acid, for instance, which 
helps make some kinds of candies, costs 
133 per cent more now than it did 
one year ago. Tartaric acid has ad- 
vanced fifty-seven per cent, the tiny 
caraway seeds that help along the 
flavor of some of the choicest candy 
bits are up 148 per cent, cocoanut 
costs sixty per cent more than it did 
at this sea’son last year, and colors, 
among the principal articles entering 
in the manufacture of candy, have ad- 
vanced from 75 to 500 per cent over 
last year’s prices. 

“Another reason for the dilemma in 
which the candy devotees find them- 
selves is the demand of the modern 
young lady that her sweets come to 
her in heavy paper wrapping, tucked 
about with glazed. paper and the box 
tied with silk ribbons. The ribbons 
have doubled in cost since last year at 
this season, the cost of the boxes has

“With cotton selling at 20 cents a 
pound, the farmers of Georgia will 
probably utilize every acre available 


;next year,” said J. L. Dawson, of Daw-

“A half crop of onions will yield to 
the grower $100 per acre, which is as 
much as. the best crop of cotton coula 
yield at 20 cents per pound. 

“We can use in our plant every pound 
of onions grown within twenty miles of 
Atlanta, and are in a position to pay 
as good prices as can be had else- 
where. 

“Another product that grows in abun- 
dance in this particular section,” con- 
tinued Mr. Dawson, “is cucumbers. The 
best cucumbers we have had this gea- 
son were grown in the vicinity of At- 
lanta, Cucumbers are also very profit- 
able if properly handled. 


“Dawson Bros. are ready now to con- 
tract for next season’s crop of onions, 
cucumbers, beans and green tomatoes. 
We are using about sixty barrels a day 
now that we get from Mississippi and 
Alabama. Of course, these products are 
shipped in brine, coming from salting 
stations, while the same crops grown 
within a radius of twenty miles of At- 
lanta can be delivered in a day, making 
the salting unnecessary, which is a 
decided saving to the grower. 

“IT cannot understand why the farm- 
ers in this section, which is capable of 
producing in abundance these vegeta- 
bles that are superior to that shipped 
from other sections, and if there is any 
question of preparing the soil, planting 
and cultivating that is not fully under- 
stood, we will gladly give all the in- 
formation and assistance we can to 
make these crops profitable.” 

Dawson Bros. have large farms in 
Mississippi that experiments are being 
made on every season in products that 
are suitable for pickling or preserving 
purposes, and they have expert knowl- 
edge, gained by years of experience,

MRS. FITZPATRICK TELLS OF STRIDES FORWARD TAKEN DURING 1916 


Told in Final Address of the Retiring President 


The president’s message, as delivered 


by Mrs. Fitzpatrick at the Macon con- 
vention, was ag follows: 

In these times when the spirit of un- 
rest and war enwraps the dawn of the 
century, and we are living in the most 
tragic period of the world’s history, it 
is a pleasant relief to turn away from 
the distracting thoughts of strikes, the 
vexing problems of Mexico and the 
horrors of the blood and tear-swept 
battlefields of Europe, to that great 
omen army in our own country, the 

eneral Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
with its two million enlisted members, 
and our own Georgia federation, twen- 
ty-five thousand strong, who are bear- 
ing the banner of personal service and 
fidelity. 

As [1 stand before you for the fourth 
consecutive year as your president, and 
as it is the last time I shall render an 
account of my stewardship as your 
chief executive, I find myself confront- 
ed with the puzzling problem of wish- 
ing to tell you all our federation has 
done, and the necessity of elimination 
for lack of time. 

Practically every minute of my time 
for four years has been spent at my 
desk, or traveling thousands of miles— 
this year I have traveled in Georgia 
alone three thousand eight hundred 
miles—on club business, ney and 
talking with hundreds of women in our 
own and other organizations, co-oper- 
ating in all matters pertaining to the 
welfare of Georgia and aiming at all 
times to uphold the unity and standard 
of our federation and make of it a 
powerful factor for good in this great 
commonwealth. 

The responsibilities have been heavy 
at times, and, in the words of Mrs. 
Pennybacker: ‘Do you know that 
something goes out of one during all 
these days of steady grind, and my eyes 
are more dimmed, my hair is more gray, 
my hands are less strong” than when 
you placed upon me the duties of lead- 
ership? Yet I assure you, with all this, 
the helpful, ever-ready support of ad- 
visory committee, executive board and 
co-workers everywhere, and a deep 
conviction of the righteousness of our 
cause, have made the task a genuine 
labor of love and given me four very 
happy years. 

The Meaning of Federation. 

Many times have I said I am glad 
that I can be counted one among the 
club women of my state, and feel that 
a bond of interest in the highest, holi- 


est things of life is binding the women 
of our country together today. The 
women in our federation have contrib- 
uted not only of their time, but of their 
intelligence and experience to the work 
in the greatest degree that has ever 
been known in the history of any or- 
ganization, except that of the church. 

“Why all this civics and social we've 
been hearing about and talking about” 
It isn’t something we've never hear) 
the name of before; it’s just the bring- | 
ing in of the kingdom of heaven.” 

As thoughts of our past achievements 
and hopes of our continued usefulness 
present themselves to us, we can but 
imagine that the founders of this great | 
organization scarcely dreamed to what 
magnitude their efforts would attain in 
the short span of twenty years. 

As one of my last official acts I wisn | 
to thus publicly acknowledge our grati- 
tude and indebtedness to those heroic 
pioneers in our federation, and to ex- 

ress to them our sincere appreciation 
mn these lines: 


“They who but given us of their earthly 
wealth, 

Give us that which 
heart; 

While they who give us just a simple 
little thought 

Of life, or truth, or love, give to us that 

Which we may give again, yet have 
and keep 

And use throughout eternity.” 


Keynete ef the Federation. 


The keynote of our federation has 
ever been Love, Service, Unity. Then 
let us, in the beginning of this great 
convention, reconsecrate ourselves with 
God’s help to the pressing duties of the 
hour, and go forward in the work with 
“Wisdom, Justice and Moderation.” 

Development. 

The few vears that mark the history 
of our Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs clearly demonstrate -a_ steady 
growth in the development of the ind!l- 
vidual woman, in the character and im- 
portance of the clubs, and in the high 
estimation of the federation in the pub- 
lic mind. 

The club woman has gained clear- 
ness of thought and definiteness of pur- 
pose. We see “poise and self-possession 
where once there was tremor of heart 
and nerve.”’. There is also earnestness 
in the true club woman in her unselfish 
and broad-minded interests in the com- 
mon good, and a deep conviction that 
the club movement is one of the strong- 
est present-day forms “exemplifying 
Christianity.” 

The club has learned that “service is 
the fundamental principle of the club 
movement,” and that we can best fit 
ourselves for service through personal 
acquaintance, sympathetic conference 
and wise and careful training such as 
organization alone can give. 

In the language of Kipling, the club 
has learned— 


“It ain't the guns nor armament nor 
funds that they can pay, 

But the close co-operation that makes 
them win the day. 

It ain't the individual, nor the army as 
a whole, 

But the everlastin’ team work of every 
bloomin’ soul.”

Appreciation of the Preas. 


The press of the state has been a tre- 
mendous force in furthering our work, 
and we gratefully acknowledge our in- 
debtedness to it. Notably has this been 
the case in the unusual opportunity af- 
forded us in our state official organ, 
The Atlanta Constitution, which has 
given us each week a full page to pre- 
sent the various phases of our work. 

Where we owe 80 much to each mem- 
ber of the executive board it would 
seem almost unfair to mention any par- 
ticular name, but in this connection it 
{s just and proper to express indebted- 
ness—in which we all share—to our 
state editor, Mrs. Harvie Jordan, for her 
arrangement of the club page, and her 
weekly contributions. She has not only 
published splendid reports from the 
clubs of the state, but her editorials 
have been highly instructive and kept 
us tn touch with broadening interests. 


Glimpses of Club Activities. 


As I have traveled over the state 
visiting clubs and district conventions, 


listening to reports of what the clubs 
have done for the improvements of 
schools; how they have secured domes- 
tic science and manual training in the 
schools; a's I have heard of the splen- 
did work done in organizing junior 
civic leagues in both white and col- 
ored schools, and of the assistance 
given to every rt rei ( making directly 
to eliminate adult a eey in this 
state; as I have noted the increasing 
concern about adulterated food and in- 
sanitary conditions; as I have seen the 
fine work of parent-teachers, school 
improvement and led canning clubs; 
as I have heard of the libraries estab- 
lished and supported by the club wom- 


en, the rest rooms they maintain, the 
hospitals they have helped to build, 
the play — equipped, the school 
and municipal ardens inaugurated; 
as I recall the initiative of our Georgia 
club women in the ‘‘Buy Cotton Goods” 
slogan and note the follow-up work 
expressed in the farm diversification 
campaign carried on through the unique 
district agricultural rallies; as I have 
noted the state-wide enthusia'sm for 
good roads resulting in Georgia’s lead- 
ership in organizing aufiliaries to the 
Dixie highway: as I have seen the 
trees the club women have planted on 
streets and public roads, the railroad 
station grounds beautified with growin 
lants and flowers; as I have hear 
ow they have interested the towns in 
dor togy parks—one club, to conserve a 
ody of magnificent trees having 
bought a beautiful park of twelve 
acres; as have heard how the club 
women help to support city mission- 
aries and probation officers and associ- 
ated charities, and influence county 
authorities to provide comfortable and 
attractive county homes for the poor, 
how they are “using their brains and 
energy in civic work, helping in munic- 
ipal house cleaning,” trying to lessen 
the dreadful infant mortality, how they 
have given rest to tired clerks by ‘se- 
curing half holiday each week during 
the, summer season, and how, with all 
this, they carry on beautiful literary 
study courses, I thank God for these 
home missionariés, and I “rejoice that 
they not only know about Shakespeare 
and the heroes of the past and modern 
drama, current history and literature, 
but that they are home-makers, home- 
makers in the highest sense, for they 
know what it means to have strong, 
healthy bodies, and how to select and 
prepare food for their families.”’

Along with this how proud we are 
of the district presidents, and the com- 
pleteness of the district organization!

During the time I have served as 
pees president, I have seen 227 clubs 
rought into the federation. Five 
vears ago 125 clubs composed the state 
federation. Today we have 330, with 
an approximate membership of 25,000. 
This phenomenal growth is largely to 
be ascribed to the complete and 
successful organization of the districts. 
It was my earnest desire to secure 
at least one federated club in each 
county in the state before my term of 
office expired. | 

Several districts have accomplished 
this, yet there are a few counties with- 
out the leavening influence of fed- 
erated women, but “what would life 
be if all our dreams had come true?’ 


County Federations. 


The newest activity, and one from 
which we anticipate splendid results 
along civic and educational lines, is 
the county federations. 

These combine the clubs of school 
districts in each county—another ex- 
ample of intensive effort. 


Ready Reference Material. 


It ® not necessary at this time, 
neither is it my purpose, to enumerate 
all the steps we have taken this year 
as a federation. 
and chairmen will furnish these, but 
it is proper to consider broadly the 
events that have transpired during this 
administration as a part of future 
ready reference material. 


Legislation. 


Co-operation of our federation in leg- 
islation has effected many needed re- 
forms. Since the influence of our fed- 
eration is now so valued and sought 
for in needed legislation, it behooves 
us to keep well informed on the vital 
questions of the day—notably, the ef- 
forts for social, educational, industrial 
and humanitarian betterment in our 
state. 

Principle ef the Federation. 


It is our principle to be very care- 
ful as to the movements we indorse. 
We are admonished to avoid lending 
our influence to proposed legislation 
which would exploit public good for 
private gain. In this matter it would 
be advisable for clubs not to indorse 
measures that have not been recom- 
mended by the board or convention. 

By resolution we have strenig dis- 
couraged the practice of loblying about 
the legislative halls, but once convinced 
of the value of a proposed measure 
to promote the happiness, peace and 
prosperity of a great peopie, we con- 
centrate, and by personal interviews, 
letters and telegrams we seek to bring 
all the influence to bear upon the leg- 
islators before they go to the capitol, 
not for personal gain nor ambition, 
but as women with a wider view, lov- 
ing and serving home and state as two 
of civilization’s rarest gifts

Compulsory Schoel Attcndance. 
The compulsory schoo] 
measure enacted by the general assem- 


bly last August is the logical cutcome 
of tweniy years of hard work by Geor- 
gia women as the federation’s first com- 
pulsory school attendance ObDill, says 
Mrs. Cetley, a pioneer worker for this 
cause in our federation, was introduced 
in 1896. This new law is another evi- 
zanoe of the power of concentrated ef- 
ort. 

After the work of twenty years by 
our clvub women the victory woe finally 
won through resolutions by this and 
other organizations, petiions, newspa- 
per publicity and every forin of spe- 
Cialized activity. 

An editorial in The Atlanta Journal 
expresses the attitude of the tederation 
to the bill: “It is a praiseworthy and 
serviceable law, not so stringent as 
those prescribed in parts of New Engs- 
land and the west, and wisely so, for 
if reforms of this character ure to be 
permanent they must be gradual.” 
Therefore it devolves upor our club 
women to give this new law careful 
study and work wisely for its enforce- 
ment. 

But compelling school attendance 
will net lead us very far unless we 
secure increased educational facilities. 
We are perfectly familiar with the dis- 
tressing fact here in our own state 
that there are sections where this law 
will be practically inoperat've. It is 
here that he federation has stepped 
in and is seeking through such insti- 
tutions at Tallulah Falls school to offer 
educational advantages under standard 
conditions. 

Again, there are many 
who have finished the p 
course and are yet hungering 
thirsting for greater knowledge, but 
are financially unable to secure the cov- 
eted college training. To thes the fed- 
eration’s aid is given through gift 
scholarships and the Students’ Aid 
foundation. We have helped many girls 
this: year through gift schvularships in 
all the best colleges in the state.

What do you know of the conditions, 
habits and environments of the foreign 
population in your midst? Did you 
know there are 13,000,000 foreign born 
people in America? Truly the Ameri- 
canization of the alien is the ques- 
tion of the hour. It is our duty to 
convert these into clean, wholesome 
citizenship. The safety of this great 
republic and the welfare of the im- 
migrant depend upon it. 

Vital Statistics. 

With our health law goes our splen- 
did vital statistics law. Accurate 
vital statistics are not only essential 
to protect the public health, but 
are most necessary for legal uses. 
Moreover the facts in regard to mor- 
tality are necessary to show health- 
fulness of various localities. 

Vital statistics are consulted by re- 
liable home seekers—those wishing to 
establish factories or residences in the 
state—and will contribute greatly to 
the social and commercial development. 

The clubs aided greatly in securing 
the enactment of this law; now they 
must be diligent in securing the en- 
forcement. 

A Social Force in High Schools. 

We should encourage the volunteer 
work for the elimination of illiteracy if 
we expect to reach the standard we 
have set for ourselves—that there shail 
not be an adult illiterate in Georgia by 
the census of 1920. Several counties, 
through the combined work of county 
school superintendents, county teachers 
and club woRen oo already practi- 

lly eliminated teracy. 

“ae have a “social force in our ~—_ 
schools that is not recognized at its 
true value.” Why can we not interest 
these students in this work of teaching 
adult illiterates to read and write? 

Our federation indorsed the resolu- 
tion of the Athens Women’s club asking 
that women be admitted to the Univer- 
sity of Georgia for post-graduate work, 
because it is the only opportunity of- 
fered in the state ve alates 4 women may 
obtain higher education. This privilege 
being denied them, they are now com- 
pelled to go to other states for the 
higher degrees. Admission was asked 
only for graduates of colleges of good 
standing, and we are constrained to be- 
lieve that when it is realized what,it 
means to the earnest women teachérs 
of the state this reasonable request will 
be granted.

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Join Federation in Two Years 


By Mra. J. KEK. Hays, Vice President. 

At the convention in Savannah forty- 
nine new clubs were reported, the 
largest number of clubs that had ever 


been federated in one year in Geor- 
gia. Now, that standard has been 
raised—that record has been broken. 
Seventy-eight clubs, with a member- 
ship of 4,800, have joined the federa- 
tion this year. This makes a total of 
127 clubs with a membership of abot 
10,000 women which have joined the 
federation in the last two years, or 
since I have been your chairman of 
club extension. 

Included in these seventy-eight clubs 
are several which should have special 
mention because of their individuality. 
The Friendship Athletic club, of Sa- 
Vannah, is the first athletic club to 
join in Georgia. Then Savannah has 
added a Parliamentary Law § Study 
club. The Jones County federation is 
the first county federation. 

Columbus Alumnae of Phi Mu is the 
first association of alumnae of a girls’ 
sorority to join. Oconee County clu», 
with headquarters at Watkinsville, is 
the first county club to join. By vir- 
tue of numbers, the music clubs de- 
serve especial] consideration. This high- 
est of arts seems to have been an 
awakening among Georgia club wom- 
en, ten music clubs having joined re- 
cently. With the six music clubs al- 
ready enlisted, we now have sixteen 
distinctly music clubs and I, there- 
fore, recommend that at your next con- 
vention an evening be devoted to mu- 
sic as usual, the music to be arranged 
by the state chairman of music, the 
numbers to be furnished by the music 
clubs of the federation. 

} Too much praise cannot be given to 
the members of this committee, who 
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are your district presidents. They are 
earnest and untjring: workers, uphold- 
ing tne principles of the federation and 
loyal to ixs high ideals. One thing 
can be said of them which cannot be 
Said for every club woman—they an- 
SWwer letters and answer promptly. 
Last spring most of the districts 
elected vice presidents who are dis- 
trict chairman of club extension. With 
the disxrict so well Organized, I see 
no reason why the slogan, “A feder-

Ther Ardent Admirers De- 
clared Each the Loveliest Woman 
m Russia and Demanded an 
Imperial Verdict. So Nicholas 
Viewed [hem All From His Royal 
Box and—Well, Paris Was a 
Numbskull Beside ‘Little Father”’ 


HE Imperial Court 
at Petrograd was 
in a wrangle. Three 
grand dukes were 
quarreling over the 
respective beauty of 

their favorite female dancers in the 
royal ballet. Each of the grand 
dukes had his supporters among the 
male attaches of the court. The ladies 
around the throne, some in scorn and 
some in tears of humiliation, refused 
to take public notice of the dispute. 

Finally the grand dukes took their 
argument up to the Little White 
Father. They told the czar Nicholas 
that he must decide.

Kachouba,' who danced first before the czar in the three-cornered contest, and 
in her Egyptian bacchanale, was proclaimed “the most beautiful woman.” 


During the following day the sup- 
porters of Chabeweshaia “plunged.” 
They bet countless rubles that the 
czar would find: their favorite most 
beautiful that night, when he was to 
see her dance “Narcissus.” This par- 
ticular dance did show Chabeweshaia 
to her best advantage, for her princi- 
pal charm was the exquisite beauty 
of her legs. In “Narcissus” the grace 
and agility of these members were 
extremely prominent. Furthermore, 
the face and arms of Chabeweshaia 
were fascinating as she moved slowly 
through the languid waltz measures 
of the dance. At the conclusion of 
her solo dance the czar stated that 
she was, to his mind, the most beauti- 
ful woman he ‘had ever seen.

There remained now only Galanta 
to be seen. Galanta was like Kachou- 
ba, only a chorus girl, a member of 
the ballet. She had no solo parts like 
Chabeweshaia and she had no classic 
features like Kachouba, but she had 
personality. There was a trace of 
the barbaric in her, something feline. 
Of the three she undoubtedly had the 
most beautiful figure. Dashing, 
laughing, tantalizing, Galanta was 
the envy of many a star in the troupe. 

The czar on the third night of the 


judging was to see her in “Schehera- 
zade,” the oriental intrigue story en- 
acted in pantomime. Galanta, with 
her gray eyes, was down near the 
footlights, one of the harem girls, 
who receive the blackamoors secret- 
ly in the garden of the palace. 

Dancing for her stage queen, co- 
quetting with the swarthy slaves or 
lolling indolently and _ luxuriously 
upon the divans while others danced, 
Galanta held the czar’s eye. 

The monarch of all the Russias 
was perplexed. Here he had already 
declared that two dancers were the 
most beautiful and now it looked as 
though a third was deserving of that 
honor. What was he to dc? Well, 
he just couldn’t help it, so he pro- 
nounced Galanta the most beautiful 
woman he had ever seen! 

Immediately the high officials who 
had banked heavily upon Galanta 
made as though to collect their bets, 
but the Kachouba and Chabeweshaia 
fans stoutly maintained that. they 
had an equal right to the winnings. 

Each side valiantly insisted that it 
had won, and the breach widened 
with the heated debate.

Hera 
and Athena, flying @* ‘huffs” of 
equal strength, swore to get even, 
and when in later years the prom- 
ise Of Aphrodite brought him Helen 
of Troy the two defeated goddesses 
involved Paris in the Trojan war and 
brought about his death. 

Anyway, the czar side-stepped, as 
Paris should have done. 

The three Russian dance beauties 
have brought their claims to Amer- 
ica. Each is dancing now in the Rus- 
sian ballet which is touring the 
United States. Jealousy rages be- 
tweengthem. Recently the manage- 
ment™6f the troupe took a photo- 
graph of Kachouba to a certain New 
York Sunday newspaper and ar- 
ranged for the beautiful face to be 
reproduced life-size on a front page. 
Galanta and Chabeweshaia learned of 
this. Galanta nearly fainted from 
anger. Chabeweshaia spread the 
news among the principals in the bal- 
let and with them proceeded to the 
newspaper office and attempted to 
storm the place, demanding that the 
picture be withdrawn before publica- 
tron. They informed the manage- 
ment of the ballet that if this picture 
appeared all of them would quit and 
return to Russia. Kachouba was 
only a chorus girlf She must not be 
given preference over the principals!

We are on the eve of a crisis in the 
Far East. There is no doubt about 
that. There is yet time 2nd oppor- 
tunity to avert international danger 
and to save purely American interests 
from disaster.

On this second path, which, indeed, 
is not well marked, wise, earnest, 
vigorous Japanese leaders like Okuma 
and Kaneko of today and the late Em- 
peror Mutsuhitoand Prince Ito of yes- 
terday, have valiantly, if laboriously, 
toiled their way seeking a greater Nip- 
pon along lines which would placate 
and not outrage the feelings of the 
great nations: of the east.

The death of a really eminent man 
ike Judson could not be hushed up.

Theirs was a marriage for love. 

The wedding ceremony itself, while 
it was not pretentious in many senses of 
the word, was one of the most brilliant 
affairs of the kind recorded in the his- 
tory of modern international marriages 
performed in America. Representatives 
of two nations were in attendance, while 
the service. was read by a cardinal. of 
world fame. 

It was at high noon that the wed- 
ding tock place in the home of Mrs. Wil- 
liam Franklin Draper, the bride’s moth- 
er, on K street. Beneath a bage bell of 


Orange blossoms, suspended at the head — 


of the famous tapestry ballroom of the 
Draper home, the young couple stood be- 
fore his eminence Cardinal Gibbons, a 
life-long friend of both families, and re- 
peated the words that made them man 
and wife. 

The threat of distant war cast its pall 
over the assembly. The groom had come 
from Italy on special leave, and because 
of his prominence and the fact that Eu- 
rope was racked with conflict the list 
of guests had been reduced to a mini- 
mum. The fact that two brothers of the 
house of Boncompagni were at the front 
further emphasized this. The prince was 


attended by Giuseppe Brambilla, coun-—

selor of the Italian embassy at Washing- 
ton, but neither ushers nor masters-of- 
ceremony assisted. Miss Eudora Clover, 
daughter of Rear Admiral and Mrs. Rich- 
ardson Clover, served as maid-of-honor, 
while Edith and Mina Blair, granddaugh- 
ters of the late General Draper, attended 
as bridesmaids. 3s 

Miss Draper was. escorted to the altar 
by. William King Richardson, of Boston, 
her trustee and former gugrdian. The 
wedding: party included the ambassador

The story of the alliance of the house 
of Draper with the house of Boncom- 
pagni dates back.into the history of an- 
other generation, and touches, in its 
beginning, the storied hooks of Rome 
and venice with all the romance of that 
wonderful land. 

The late William Franklin Draper 
stood high in the estimation of his fel- 
lowmen. He served through the days of 
the Rebellion, fighting with the forces

who helped to hold the Union inviolate, 
serving as a member of Company B, 
Twenty-fifth Massachusetts regiment. So 
signal were his deeds that he was made 


a lieutenant colonel, and, when the war 


ended, was accredited a brigadier gen- 
eral of volunteers. 

Following the period of reconstruc- 
tion he returned to the north and en- 
gaged in the cotton manufacturing in- 
dustry. From 1892 until 1897 he served 
as a member of Congress. The death of 
his first wife, whom he married in 1862, 
left him a widower for many years; but 
in 1890 he was wed to Susan Preston, 
the mother of Margaret Preston Draper. 

Congressman Draper gave up his 
service in the. House in 1897 to accept 
the commission of ambassador to Italy— 
a position which he held for three years. 
His wife and daughter accompanied him 
to Rome, and it was there that the gen- 
eral renewed acquaintance with Prince 
Luigi Boncompagni. 

Prince Luigi entertained the Drapers 
often at his estate on the outskirts of 
Rome. Princess Isabella was an ideal 


hostess, and little Margaret Draper 
found for her playmate the young Prince 
Andrea, but a few years her senior. 

From Rome Mrs. Draper and the 
princess traveled throughout Italy, visit- 
ing historic spots, becoming familiar 
with the natural beauties of the land, ex- 
tending their acquaintance and renewing 
friendships with leaders in the world of 
art and literature and politics. And with 
them on this wonder-travel went the two 
children; and under such ideal condi- 
tions, beneath purple Italian skies in a 
country fraught with love and romance, 
the affection of childhood was born. 

When time came for the Drapers to 
return to America the friendship of 
Margaret and Andrea was firmly estab- 
lished; so they said farewell, with pro- 
testations such as children are wont to 
make, and separated, she to enter upon 
a life of social triumph, he to undertake 
the preparatory work that was to result 
later in his entering the service of the 
Cross of Malta. 

Miss Draper won a place for herself 
in the hearts of society leaders in New 
York and Washington, even before she 
had formally been presented to that se- 
lect circle. Following the completion of 
her studies in a finishing school came a 
year’s travel. Rome was one of the spots 
visited and Prince Andrea the one who 
welcomed her and renewed the friend- 
ship formed a decade before. 

With her mother Miss Draper visited 
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London. There, in 1912, she was formal- 
ly presented at court and success as- 
sured her debut among the members of 
the smart set of Washington. This oc- 
curred the following winter, and Mar- 
garet Draper was swirled into the fore- 
front, where she has remained to the 
present time. 


To make a social success in Wash- 
ington in the winter of 1912 was an un- 
usually. difficult achievement. It was a 
season when popular debutantes were 
numerous to an exceptional degree. One 
after another daughters of prominent 
families were launched upon the river 
of social aspiration which leads to the 
sea of matrimony, and many were the 
affairs that followed. It was one of the 
gayest seasons in the history of gay 
Washington. 

The Big Six gained its fame then. 
They were the six debutantes adjudged 
the most popular of the season’s society 
buds. Society was unanimous in naming 
them, and so universal was the decision 
that not one voice was raised in protest. 
They were Sophy Johnston and Gladys 
Hinckley; Mary McCauley, now Mrs. 
Herbert S. Howard; Laura Merriam, who 
married James F, Curtis, of Boston; Eu- 
dora Clover, who acted as maid-of-honor 
at fie recent wedding, and Miss Draper 
herself. 


But while Miss Draper was scoring 
her social successes things were happen- 
ing across the broad Atlantic. War had 
been declared, and the countries of the 
old world were ranged one against the 
other. The letters of the prince told her 
of it, but Italy, for a time, remained on 
the edge of things. Then came a day 
when that Latin country followed the 
urgings of D’Annunzio and plunged in. 
The house of Boncompagni was well rep- 
resented. Both the prince and his two 
brothers entered the service to do their 
bit. 

Late in 1915 
wounded battling at 
juries were serious enough to disable 
him for some time, and he was given 
leave of absence. He took advantage of 
it by promptly coming to Washington, 
and the Mecca of his pilgrimage was no 
other spot than the Draper home on K 
street. 

The prince remained in the United 
States. until spring. During the few 
months of his invalidism he was in con- 
stant attendance upon his American 
sweetheart. They appeared together at 
various social fetes and charity affairs, 
but for the greater part they kept to 
themselves, as the condition of the prince 
prevented a too active participation in 
the gayeties of the capital. 


There were rumors, then, of an en- 
gagement to be announced. In this so- 


Boncompagni was 
the front. His in- 
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ciety was disappointed. Boncompagni 
returned to Rome, where he took up his 
duties with the Cross of Malta. Miss 
Draper resumed the course of her inter- 
rupted social life. But to her friends she 
confided that the prince had asked her 
the most momentous question that can 
be asked a young girl, and that she had 
answered in the affirmative. 

Still it was not until October 4, but 
a few weeks before the wedding, that 
formal announcement of the coming 
marriage was made. This_was the re- 
sult of a mutual desire to @scape undue 
participation in pre-nuptial receptions, 
as the activities of the Boncompagnis in 
the war rendered it undesirable. So, 
though the prince reached America a 
few weeks before the éngagement was 
announced and spent the time until the 
wedding with the Draper family, few 
were their appearances in public. 

The Boncompagn!-Draper marriage 
adds another name to the list of 600 
American girls who have become the 
wives of foreign noblemen. The United 
States has given two wives to viceroys of 
India in Lady Curzon, who was Mary 
Leiter, of Chicago, and Mrs. Lewis Ver- 
non Harcourt, nee Burns, niece of the 
late J. Pierpont Morgan. Eleanor Loril- 
lard Spencer, of New York became the 
wife of Prince di Cenci Vicovarro, last of 
the historic house of Cenci. Josephine 
Curtis married Prince Emmanuel Rus- 
poli, and Eva Broadwood, his brother, 
Alexander. Many are the others who 
have worn the coronets of Italy. Some 
still wear them, Others found that a 
title can not recompense a loveless mar- 
riage, and cast them aside. 

Prince Boncompagni and his newly 
made princess have left America for his 
native land. Duty calls him to Rome, 
and there he must resume the tasks he 
laid aside when he sailed away to claim 
his millionaire bride. Theirs will be a 
brief honeymoon, spent in a hasty trip 
through the picturesque mountains of 
Italy, ending in their home on the out- 
skirts of Rome. 

And it will be home to the princess 
when she enters it as a wife for the first 
time. 

It was there, nearly twenty years ago, 
that she first met the little prince. It 
was there as children that they played 
together. It was there, four years ago, 
that their -acquaintance was renewed, 
and the early-formed regard fanned into 
a.mutual admiration that blazed later 
into the flame of love. 

It matters not that $6,000,000 anda 
title entered into the amalgamation of 
the houses of Draper and Boncompagni. 

True love was the motif of thet 
courtship and wedding.

Amount of Exercise,

In reply to proposals made at the 
1916 coriference of the Methodist Epis- 


copal church regarding the question of 
union. of the Méthodist Episcopal 
church, the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, and the Methodist Protestant 
church, the college of bishops of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, yes- 
terday issued a statement declaring 
that the action of the southern churen 
“must be determined by our commis- 
sioners appointed for the express pur- 
pose of considering that very subject.’ 

The statement, said to be the unani- 
mous action of the southern bishops, 
calls attention to the fact that the sug- 
gestions of the joint commission have 
been ratified by the Methodist Protest- 
ant church and also the southern 
church with a “single important modi- 


fication.” 

In discussing the proposals the bish- 
ops’ statement declares: “The history 
of southern Methodism is not something 
to be ashamed of, but something to 
glory in. No matter into what alliances 
we may enter in the future, we should 
go into them, not crawling prone upon 
the earth, but with uplifted faces and 
with unabated self-respect. 


METHODIST 
STATEMENT. 


The statement follows: 

“In view of the fact that our excellent 
Book of Discipline makes it a prime duty 
of the Bishops ‘to oversee the spiritual and 
temporal interesta of *the church,’ and to 
call attention from#¢time to time to all mat- 
ters of serious importance, we conceive it to 
be eminentiy proper at this critical junc- 
ture to speak out our minds with the great- 
est distinctness in regard to certain cur- 
rent events which, for good or ill, are 
likely to affect the whole future course and 
development of .qur ecciesiastical life. 

“It is a matter of general knowledge that 
the ent movement for 
between the different bodies 
Methodists originated in our 
ference of 1594. Some six years ago the 
joint commission on federation, made up 
of representatives from the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, and the Methodist Protest- 
ant church, took up the broader question 
of union. The outcome of their action 
was a series of suggestions made to the 
general conferences of the three churches, 
as a possible basis for further negotiations, 
To these suggestions the general confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal church for 
1912 paid no attention whatever. The gen- 
eral conference of the Methodist Protestant 
church for the same year gave them their 
general indorsement, but declined to act 
more definitely until the two Episcopal 
Methodisms should = reach some sort of 
agreement, 

“The general

conference of our own 
church for 1914, after proposing a single 
important modification in them, likewise 
gave them a unanimous ratification, and 
then passed them up to the general con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
as a tentative outline of ‘union by reor- 
ganization.’ 

“We need scarcely say that as bishops of 
the church we consider ourselves bound to 
support and maintain this action to the 
full extent of our ability and influence. 
Any statement to the contrary, by whom- 
soever made, is utterly without foundation 
in fact. Whether the action of the general 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church for 1916 is a fair and favorable re- 
sponse to our proposals, is a thing that 
must be determined by our commissioners 
appointed for the express purpose of con- 
sidering that very subject. We cannot think 
it possible that those commissioners will 
do less than follow the instructions laid 
down by the general conference for their 
guidance, and we do not believe that they 
should be hindered by any interference from 
the outside. In view, however, of some 
things that have been said and repeated 
on public platforms and in public prints, 
we feel constrained to make a brief but 
very definite statement. 

“The assertion, for example, that for the 
past forty years we have been ‘wandering 
in the wilderness, a lot of miserable fools 
and miserable sinners,” we hold to be an 
injustice both to the living and the dead. 


WORTHY OF 
POSITION. 


“The men who have shaped and controll- 
ed our policies for that period have been 
consecrated Christians, worthy in every way 
of the commanding position that they have 
held among us, and we resent any words 
that tend either to belittle their ability or 
cast discredit upon their characters. 

“We are happy to be able to state that 
our active senior bishop distinctly disdains 
the interpretation put upon his words at 
Saratoga last May or elsewhere at any time 
insofar as thew seem to reflect on our 
church in its work in the past or our great 
and saintly leaders or on the spirit and 
purpose of eur church today, and unites 
with us im this paper. 

“The istory of Southern Methodism is 
not something to be ashamed of. but some- 
thing to glory in. In the whole record of 
our relations to other churches there is 
nothing to repent of. If we had to face 
the same condition® agai we ought to do 
it in the same spirit and wth the same res- 
elution. 

“Instead of hiding our heads in shame 
when we review the past, we are entitled to 
hold them erect. Ia the whole history of 
God's church there is not a single chap- 
ter that ix more worthy to be blazoned in 
the face of the world than that one which 
tells of the fidelity and the heroism with 
which our preachers and people alike en- 
dured without flinching or faltering, and 
without one word of encouragement from 
any quarter, the years of hardship and dis- 
aster that followed the war between the 
states. The people that learn to biush at 
the memory of their own fathers are lost 
No matter what the future may hold for 
us, we have a hackground of history in 
which we may always rejoice, and which 
we should teach our children and our chi}- 
dren‘s children to hold fof ever in pious 
veneration. 

“No matter into what alliances we may 
enter in the future, we should go into them 
not crawling prone upon the earth, but with 
uplifted faces and with unabated self-re- 
spect.

Judge Charges That, Under/ 


Certain Conditions;* Barre 
>Cashier Had Right to Kill 
Anti-Catholic Lecturer.

Galveston, Texas, October 28.—The 
jury tonight had in its possession the 
case of John Copeland, bank cashier, 
charged with the murder of William 
Black, anti-Catholic ‘lecturer, in a hotel 
at Marshall, Texas, February 3, 1915. 


Arguments were concluded at 8:15 
o’clock this evening, and Judge Briggs 
at once charged the jury, which shortly 
afterwards retired. 

The judge, after discussing the con- 
siderations of motive, intent and mal- 
ice entering into a murder case and 
the conditions entering into the theory. 
of self-defense, said that the jury, if 
it believed from the evidence beyond a 
reasonable doubt, that Copeland, not in 


press or implied malice, shot and killed 
Black, as charged in the indictment, 
should find him guilty. He added that 
if the jury found that the defendant 
and others went to. Black’s room and 
by any wrongful act provoked a dif- 
ficulty with Black with the intention 
of taking his life, or if it found that 
they used words or acts to cause Black 
to attack. Copeland or the others so 
that a pretext might be had to kill 
him, and did kill him, then,a plea of 
self-defense would not avaj; 
Had Right to Expor ulate. 

The charge continued that if, the 
jury believ that Copeland, in com- 
pany with o@ers, went to Black’s room 
to expostulat& with him and to request 
him not to malign, slander and abuse the 
Catholic religion and the order of the 
Knights of Columbus and to expostu- 
late with him and entreat him not to 
deliver a lecture against the Roman 
Catholic church and against the nuns 
and priests and the women of the Cath- 
olic faith, then it was instructed that 
Copeland had the right to go to Black’s 
room and expostulate and entreat him 
not to deliver such lectures. 

{t said further that if the jury be- 
lieved from the evidence that Cope- 
land and others had been informed 
that Black and C. F. Hall were des- 
perate and dangerous men and habit- 
ually went armed, then it was instruct- 
ed that Copeland and those who ac- 
companied him had the rigt&st to erm 
themselves in going to Blaci’s room, 
and further that if Black or Hall made 
any demonstration to do Copeland se- 
rious bodily injury, then Copeland had 
the right to kill Black or Hall. 

Conditions That Might Justify. 

The court also said that if the jury 
believed that Copeland and John Rog- 
ers, under the above stated conditions 
went to Black’s room dnd Black made 
a demonstration to do Rogers bodily 
injury, Copeland had a right to take 
Black's life. 

William Black was killed in the late 
afternoon of February 3, 1915, in a 
Marshall hotel. The night before, 
Black had delivered a lecture in the 
Marshall court house against the con- 
fessional and other institutions of the 
Catholic church. 

Copeland, John Rogers and some as- 
sociates went to Black’s room in the 
hotel for the purpoge, Copeland said on 
the stand, of protesting against Black 
delivering another lecture. A scuffle 
followed, during which Black and 
Rogers were killed and Copeland was 
badly wounded. 


Shortly before midnight the jury 
asked permission to retire for the 
night. Judge Briggs granted the re- 
quest. The jury will resume consia- | 
eration of the case tomorrow.

New York, October 28.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—Austro- 
German forces attempting to advance 
into Rumania along the Transylvanian 
frontier are meeting with stubborn op- 
position. Rumanian troops, taking the 
offensive at several points on the long 
front, have repulsed the invaders and 
have taken more than 1,800 prisonera, 
Bucharest announces. 

On the Moldavian section of the fron- 
tier the Rumanians recaptured Pisoul, 
in the Trotus valley, and at Tulghes 
and Bicaz and in the Uzul valley took 
1,100 men. The attack in the Uzul vali- 
ley also resulted in the repulse of Gen- 
eral von Falkenhayn’s men and the 
capture of five machine guns and war 
material. 

North of Campulung, Bucharest says, 
a counter attack in the region of Drag- 
oslavle netted 300 prisoners. Further 
west itn Wallachia, in the Jiul valley, 
the Rumanian offensive continues suc- 
cessfully with the capture of 450 pris- 
oners and 16 machine guns. Berlin 
announces the taking of a height south 
of Kronstadt, and declares that “other- 
Wise the situation is not essentially 
changed.” 

The retreat of the Russo-Rumanian 
forces in Dobrudja continues, and Ber- 
lin records that Field Marshal von 
Mackensen is meeting with little op- 
position.

‘Germans Are Driven From Believing a Term in Jail 


Would Cure Him of Drug 
Habit, He Deliberately 
Plans to Force Federal 
Action. 


There have been storiés and stories 
of men inside breaking out of jail. From 
the man who patiently toils away for 
weeks picking locks with a hatpin 
Smuggled in to him by his sweetheart 
to the indomitable crook of the movies 
for whom solid walls offer no bar, there 
have been variations a plenty upon that 
theme. 

But the man who patiently tries for 
months to break into jail and finally 
succeeds. Well, that is a different story. 
But it is true, nevertheless. There is 
& man now serving a term of six months 
in the Atlanta federal prison, a young 
Physician with a once promising fu- 
ture, who studied for months howto 
violate a law that would get him be- 
hind the bars and succeeded only after 
several] futile trials. 

There are good reasons why his name 
is withheld. So we will call him Jones. 
Jones was a young min of excellent an- 
tecedents who came to Atlanta from a 
south Georgia county some 14 years 
ago, a lad of 20, to take a course in med- 
icine. He passed all of his examina- 
tions creditably and was duly licensed. 

Addicted to Use of Drugs. 

Unfortunately, even before he finished 
his preparatory training, he became 
addicted to the use of drugs, trying 
morphine on himself as an experiment 
at first in order to test a theory he 
had as to the effect of the drug, with 
a view to discovering a new remedy 
for its victims. He felt himself in no 
danger, feeling sure that his medical 
knowledge would always enable him 
to keep the drug within his control. For 
a time he did. 

Then he lost hie hold on himself 
somehow. The craving was so deeply 
implanted that it could not be resisted. 
Brother physicians lent him all the aid 
in their power in his efforts to cure 
himself. He was repeatedly treated in 
sanitariums and discharged cured, only 
to fall again into the same {fetters. -The 
advantages he had as a physician in 
procuring the drug, made it too easy for 
him to satisfy the craving. 

He saw a ray of light when the dras- 
tic federal anti-narcotic iaw was en- 
acted. Then he heard, too, how num- 
bers of inmates of the federal peni- 
tentiary had been permanently cured by 
the treatment they had received. 

Would Violate New Law. 

He determined that he would violate 
the new law so as to give himself an 
opportunity of taking the treatment. 
So he secured a supply of the drug, 
thinking that was sufficieut to incrim- 
inate him, and surrendered himself to 
the federal authorities. But they told 
him that since he was a physician there 
was nothing to prevent his buying mor- 
phine and keeping it on hand. 

Next he gave the drug away to oth- 
er drug victims. This he had a right 
to do under the Jaw provided he admin- 
istered the drug and furnished them 
with prescriptions, Then he gave some 
“dope” to a patient without a prescrip- 
tion and reported that to the district 
court. But the court said that his unh- 


‘supported word was not sufficient and 


he would have to get witnesses This 
he finally managed to do, with the col- 
lusion of his friends who believed that

BRITAIN DEFENDS — 
HER BLACKLIST 


It Is Contended the British 

Government Has Right to 
Regulate Trade Activities 
of British Subjects. 


Washington, October 28.—Great Brit- 
ain’s note in reply to American repre- 
sentations against the commercial 
blacklist was received today at the 
state department. 

Arrangements regarding its publi- 
cation will be made later. It is un- 
derstood to reiterate the contention for 
the right to blacklist, but offers meth- 
ods of relief to Americans in certain 
circumstances, 

The British note is in reply to the 
American note of July 28 which de- 
nounced the blacklist as “‘an arbitrary 
interference with neutral trade,” and 
“inconsistent with that true justice, 
sincere amity and impartial fairness 
which should characterize the dealings 
of friendly governments with one an- 
other.”’ : 

The names of ‘some American firms 
already have been taken from the 
blacklist, and the British note is un- 
derstood to offer means of removing 
others. 

The British note is understood to 
take the line of argument that it is 
unprecedented for a neutral to claim 
that a belligerent should in effect com- 
pel its subjects to trade with the en- 
emy, and._that it violates no. law for 
the British government to prevent its 
subjects from doing ‘so, 

While the British government ad- 
mits the rights of all persons in neu- 
tral countries to engage in legitimate 
commercial transactions, it argues that 
such a right does not limit the right 
of other governments to restrict the 
activities of their own nationals. 

The point at issue in the controversy 
is whether the nationality or the domi- 
cile of the owner of goods gives char- 
acter as neutral or belligerent.

To prevent wolves, coyotes and oth- 
er wild animals from entering a pas- 
ture where experiments in sheep-rais- 
ing were being conducted, hunters em- 
ployed by the forest service were re- 
quired to patrol eight miles of fence 
twice a day in the Wallowa national 
forest, in Oregon.

Washington, October 28.—More than ! 
ten thousand men, mostly negroes, are | 
gaid to have gone from Florida alone | 
to northern points, particularly Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois, to take employ- 
ment offered them in blocks during the 
past two or three months, the depart- 
ment of justice has been informed. 
Other states, including Virginia, the 
Carolinas and Alabama, have contrib- 
uted to the exodus. All such move- 
ments are being investigated by the 
department and almost the entire staff 
of special agents is working on the mi- 
gration, ta guard against election 
frauds or other violation of laws. 

Many large parties have gone by spe- 
cial train; many of them through Louis- 
ville, which accounts for special in- 
structions to the United States attorney 
there to report on names, points of ori- 
gin and destinations of men moving in 
large blocks to the north. 

Officials are disposed to believe that 
in most cases the movement has noth- 
ing to do with the elections and is 
merely a development in the unusuai 
industrial conditions with larger wages 
luring negroes from normal southern 
employment. Reports to the depart- 
ment tend to indicate that the railroads 
confronted with unprecedented traffic 
are bringing out most of these men.

REPUBLICANS PLAN 
TO ASSAIL ELECTORS 
CHOSEN BY GEORGIA 


Georgia republicans are making the 
most strenuous fight in Georgia this 
presidential election that they have 
made in many years. While they do 
not hope to carry the state, they are 
overlooking no bets, but are submit- 
ting to closest study the statutes gov- 
erning the selection and qualification 
of presidential electors. 

If a flaw can be found any where 
in the Georgia electorate, the repuD- 
licans, it is reported, are preparing to 
take advantage of it and, if possible, 
have the Georgia vote thrown out. It 
is, of course, not regarded as likely 
that any such flaw will be found, but 
if the republicans should be successful 
in such a move to throw out the Geor- 
gia vote it is conceivable that it might 
have a very material bearing upon the 
presidential election. 

It is known that representatives of 
the republican leaders in Georgia have 
been at the Georgia capital making 
this investigation. 

Meanwhile, it does not appear that 
all is harmony within the ranks of 
the republican party itself in Georgia. 
Indications that, although the Henry SS. 
Jackson faction scems to have won our 
at the republican national convention, 
the Walter H. Johnson faction has not 
given up hope, but is still seeking to 
find means of placing themselves in 
power in event of a republican presi- 
dential election. 


ANNUAL REPORT MADE 
ON WORK OF Y. M. C. A. 


The annual report of the Young Men's 
Christian association, of Atlanta, made 
for the year ending April 30, 1916, and 
just presented to the public in attrac- 
tive pamphlet form, shows the volume 
of work done and the progress made by 
that institution. 

According to the financial report, re- 
ceipts for the period stated amounted 
to $59,156.07. This, added to a cash 
balance of $360.34, May 1, gives a total 
of 59,516.41. The disbursements of $58,- 
308.43 leaves a balance of $1,207.98 for 
the current “nest egg.” The financial 
statement of the condition, April 30, 
1916, shows total assets of $437,030.15, 
and total liabilities as $83,217.30. This 
leaves a balance of $353,812.85, desig- 
nated as the net worth or surplus of 
assets over liabilities.

New York, October 28.—Republican 
campaign contributions up to Qctober 
23, inclusive, totalled $1,667,757.29, ac- 
cording to the national committee’s 
report of receipts and disbursements 
made public here today by Cornelius 
N. Bliss, Jr., treasurer of the commit- 
tee. This amount came from 22,226 
contributors. 

The report which, under the law, 
must be filed in Washington not later 
than ten days before election, shows 
that the disbursements up to the night 
of October 23 were $1,578,934.38. 

Four Largest Contributors. 

The four largest contributors were 
Harry Payne Whitney, who gave $30,- 
000, and R. T. Crane, Jr., of Chicago, 
Arthur Curtis, James and George F. 
Baker, Jr., who gave $25,000 each. 

Mr. Bliss in giving out the report 
said that a “unique feature” of the 
financing of the republican national 
campaign “had been the success of the 


effort to popularize’ the giving of 
funds. “Whereas four years ago,” he 
said, “the contributors to the repub- 
lican national committee numbered 
slightly more than 2,000. this year the 
total number is 22,226. For some time 
past $10 checks for sustaining mem- 
bership contributions have been com- 
ing in atethe New York headquarters 
at the rate of at least 500 a day. On 
the 23rq of October, the last date cov- 
ered by the report, we received at the 
New York headquarters more than 1,300 
such checks.

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prisoner gave out the following de- 


tailed confession to Sheriff Owens: 


‘T was born in Stewart county, Geor- 
gia, September 12, 1884, living on my fath- 
er’s farm and attending public school at 
Lindale, Ga. I> was backward in my studies 
but got as good an education as my father 
could. afford. 

“While employed at heavy labor on the 
farm I was subject to fainting spells, and 
never could stand hard work or violent 
exercise without fainting. My parents de- 
cided I was physically unable to make a 
success as a farmer. I was sent to a tele- 
graph school, and in three months’ time 
was advised to complete my telegraphic ed- 
ucation in the railway station at some small 
town. 

“T got a place as helper in the station 
at Sasser, La. Later I became agent for 
the Seaboard Air Line railroad at Chesson, 
Ala., making a success of the job, and be- 
ing eventually transferred to Milam, Ga., 
where the work was too heavy for me to 
handle. I resigned and went to Atlanta, 
where I secured a place with the Atlanta 
and West Pojnt railroad, and was assigned 
to Selma, Ala., °later being removed to 
Newnan, Ga, as night operator. 

“On account of the heavy baggage, cleri- 
cal, traffic and telegraphic labors, I was 
compelled to resign, I went back to Atlan- 
ta and was employed by the Central of 
Georgia, which sent me to Carrollton, Ga. I 
was subsequently transferred to Lindale, 
which carried a heavy responsibility, there 
being many months when $100,000 of bus- 
iness passed through my hands. 

“While in Lindale I got acquainted with 
several of the town boys, and they were al- 
lowed to sell tickets and have access to the 
office. They knew the combination of the 
safe and cash drawer. They were my 
chums, and I did not suspect them of 
treachery, but one day I checked up and 
found I was several hundred dollars short. 
I thought I had made some mistake in my 
accounts, as I was a poor accountant, The 
travelirg auditor arrived, I covered up the 
shortage, intending to get the money from 
my family, but in the course of the audi- 
tor’s checking, he found an item I had tried 


to hide. 
Settles Shortage. 

“I sold my typewriter and watch and set- 
tled this item, but the auditor demanded 
the keys and I was told they had nothing 
additional for me. ‘I was given my ‘time’ 
and passage to Atlanta, from whence I 
went to Jacksonville, Fla, obtaining em- 
ployment with the Florida East Coast rail- 
way at Cocoa, Fla. I knew the Lindale 
shortage was bound to show up, and I 
wrote my family about it. 

“Father advised that he would have the 
money ready when it.was demanded, and 
for me to rest easy until the Central of 
Georgia called for it. An officer of .the 
American Surety company, my bonding 
concern had me arrested at Fort Pierce, 
Fla., and I was taken back to Lindale, 
charged with embezzlement.

“This deal started me in this crooked 
work of getting over the road without pay- 
ing fare. So whilé at home I hired out to 
the Central of Georgia railroad again, un- 
der an assumed name, of course, and was 
sent to Roanoke, Ala. I had it in for the 
road, as they were the ones who had black- 
balled me in my profession, and thereby 
was preventing me from making an honest 
living for myself and wife through the 
only profession I knew of or was physically 
able to do. 

“TIT had taken my bond out of the railway 
mail while the agent was at dinner and 
destroyed it, but in a few days they were 
tracing for it. I got the agent to pay me 
my salary and confiscated a bunch of 
tickets and started to California, got as 
far as El Paso without any ticket being 
turned in, but at El] Paso the Southern Pa- 
cific took my tickets up and issued others 
in exchange. If I had known this I never 
would have gone to California in the first 
place, but I did not know they were going 
to do this until after it was done, then too 
late, so went to California. 

“IT landed in Los Angeles dead broke. 
Went to Santa Fe office and applied for 
work, giving my right name. They advised 
they would send me to San Diego next day 
as operator, but when I went around next 
day to get pass, they said that Topeka had 
advised them not to hire mo under any 
circumstances, I finally found work in a 
produce house and worked there as long 
as the work lasted and was pulled off on 
account of reduction in force and we went 
to San Francisco, where I hired out to the 
Southern Pacific and was sent to Madera 
as night operator, working there under the 
name of J. E. Bridges. Later I was dis- 
charged and given a time check, but-they 
refused to give me pass out of town and 
I was practically broke. While no one was 
in the office, I went and#got a bunch of 
tickets to fix myself and family back east. 
We came to Denver and I worked for the 
Colorado and Southern under the name of 
Robinson and was discharged account of 
bond cancelled. 

Goes Back to Georgia. 

“tT then took my wife back to Georgia 
and worked for the Southern railroad at 
Hiram, Ga., and was discharged account of 
application not approved. Then I went to 
Florida and worked for the Florida East 
Coast railroad at Titusville, Fla., under the 
name of Richards. I got a large number of 
tickets at this point, also for my personal 
use, and was discharged at this point ac- 
count of bond cancelled. 

“I came back to Atlanta and hired out 
to Southern railway and worked at Moores- 
ville, N. C., under the name of Cottinton. 
I stole a few tickets from this office where 
[I was discharged. 

“Then I came to Colorado and worked 
for the Colorado Midland railroad at New 
Castle, Colorado, under the name of Han- 
cock. Later I went to Denver and Salt 
Lake under the name of Wadsworth at 
Kremling, Col. | was discharged at each of 
those places on account of bond gancelled 
and application not approved. 

.“*The detectives were giving some 
trouble by this time, going around y peo- 
ple and here in Denver. After the chased 
me out of my home in Lincoln, I went to 
work for the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific at Wichita, Kan., and from there to 
the K, C., M. & O. (Kansas City, Mexico 
and Orient), being discharged at each place 
after a month or so of work on account of 
failure to get bond. Since then I have mov- 
ed so fast I do not remember all phe 
places. 

“I have been trying to raise money to 
support my invalid wife. I never would 
have resorted to the money order meth- 
'od if I had had any other way, but I 
| aouans I could at least raise some money 
through this method without putting the 
life of anyone in jeopardy or danger of 
losing my own life. 

“My wife was dying for want of treat- 
ment and I was willing to do most anything 
to raise the money without anybody get- 
ting hurt or having to use a gun. I have 
never owned nor carried a gun of any kind. 
Don’t use intoxicants in any form, do not 
smoke or use profanity; do not use drugs 
ef any kind.

The statement which was the first 
the constitutionalist leader had made 
sot press in three months, said in 

“Various American newspapers have 
waged a campaign against Mexico, af- 
firming that the situation was very 
grave and that rebel forces during the 
last few days had gained important 
victories against the government in 
Colima, Mexico, Oaxaca and Chiapas. 
All these reports are absolutely false. 
“In the last few days the constitu- 
tionalists have defeated the followers 
of Felix Diaz, Diaz himself escaping 
across the border of Chiapas and tak- 
ing refuge in Guatemala. All the 
Zapatistas have been forced to take to 
the mountains, as all the cities and 
towns are in control of the government. 
The only active movement has been 
that of the Villistas in Chihuahua, 
which has been able to continue on ac- 
count of the facilities the enemies of 
the government have acquired in the 
United States to foment and aid the 
movement, but it is sure that the gov- 
ernment will eventually suppress the 
movement. 

“The newspapers say that hunger is 
being felt in Mexico. This is untrue, 
as there is no lack of good and the 
new harvest has bettered the situation, 
while re@ucing the price of cereals and 
articles of prime necessity. 

“It is also affirmed that there has 
been a split in the constitutionalist 
ranks, while the facts are that the

Drugged and Sent 
To Insane Asylum 
By Brother, Charge 


Jeff Mills, of Decatur, Files 
Suit. for $15,000 Damages 
Against John Mills in 
Gwinnett. 


Lawrenceville, Ga., October 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Charging that his brother, John 
S. Mills, drugged him and then rail- 
roaded him to the state insane asylum 
at Milledgeville, Jeff S. Mills, of Deca- 
tur, has entered suit in the Gwinnett 
county court for $15,000 damages. 

The petition, filed by Attorney Carl 
T. Hudgins, claims that Jeff Mills was 
invited to the home of his brother 
to settle their father’s estate and that 
while the petitioner was in an intoxi- 
cated condition his brother induced 
him to take a drug. 

“Petitioner shows the court,” the pe- 
tition then reads, “that as soon as he 
was under the influence of said drug 
that defendant immediately swore out 
a writ of lunacy in the court of or- 
dinary of Gwinnett county for the pur- 
pose of having this petitioner com- 
mitted to the Georgia State sanitarium 
for the insane at Milledgeville; that in 
order to carry out his designs the de- 
fendant kept the petitioner under the 
influence of said drug until after he 
had been adjudged a lunatic, which 
was done in the court of ordinary of 
Gwinnett county on September 9, 1914.” 

It is further alleged that in spite of 
an oath to the contrary, no notice ofr 
this action was given to relatives of 
the petitioner and he had no oppor- 
tunity to make any defense to the 
writ of lunacy and that after being 
committed to the asylum for a period 
of ninety days he was released, but 
not formally dismissed.

Bird Lime as Protection. 

I beg leave to propose an untried 
plan of my own to lessen the numbers 
of the boll weevil. This weevil is small] 
and active, with six legs and a short, 
sharp non-prehensile claw similar to 
that of our common housefly. I would 
suggest lightly spraying the cotton 
Plant with a very warm weak solution 
of bird lime or some viscid substance 
similar to that used upon fiy paper, in 
which the weevil would become entan- 
gled and thus be killed.

The United States department of ag- 
riculture has expended latge sums. in 
studying the boll weevil problem. In 
their investigation of the agency of 
birds in destroying the weevil, it was 
discovered that the swallow consumed 
a much larger quantity of this pest 
than any other class of birds. No es- 
pecial comment was made on this mat- 
ter except the result of the examina- 
tion of the stomachs of tne birds, in 
which were found the remains of the 
boll weevil. I was struck with the im- 
mense import of this fact. 

Many Kinds of Swallows. 

There are many varieties of swal- 
lows. All are classed under the gen- 
eral name Hirundo. This class of 
birds consume immense quantities of 
two varieties of insects known as cole- 
optera and diptera. The former are 
represented by beetles, the latter by 
single gauze-winked insects, such as 
the mosquito, gnat, etc. 

I have examined the contents of the 
stomach of a swallow. It contained 


over 600 diptera, principally mosqui- 
toes. They consume only the soft por- 
tions of ‘beetles, ejecting the hard 
parts, thue enabling them to destroy 
quantities. 

The ordinary purple martin, known 
to us all, is of the same class as the 
swallow, living upon the same insects, 
catching all food in the air. Their com- 
mon diet is small weevils, such,as the 
corn, wheat and pea weevil, which are 
similar to the boll weevil. It is also 
proven that the boll weevil is often in 
the air where he can be easily caught 
by the purple martin. The female wee- 
vil in mature state deposits about 500 
eges during one season. The duration 
from the egg to maturity is about 20 
days. Hence from June 20 to Novem- 
ber 4 the progeny of a single pair of 
weevils may amount to 12,000,000. 

Survive the Winter. 

The department estimates that about 
2 per cent of the weevils survive the 
winter. The importance of destroying 
a certain per cent of this 2 per cent 
emerging from its hibernation cannot 
be overestimated. A single snap of the 
bill of a martin, destroying a gavid fe- 
male in the early months of summer, 
will destroy millions of weevils. If 
proper resting places were provided in 
the south for the martin they could 
find ample food, and, not being molest- 
ed by man, the birds would aid him in 
his attack upon this injurious insect 
which is now causing the south such 
great loss. ‘The martin raises two or 
three broods a year. The young birds 
return from the tropics to the place of 
their maturity the next season. This 
fact has been proven by Jonn J. Audu- 
bon and others. 

Martins Have Decreased, 


The martins have decreased in num-! 
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bers, in my recollection, about 80 per)! 


cent, by the killing of the birds and 
breaking up their nesting places. As 
a boy in old Milledgeville, I have seen 
the air darkened by flocks of these 
birds getting ready for their winter 
migration. They were considered a 
nuisance because of the noise they 
made in going to roost. hey were de- 
stroyed in great numbers 
sulphur under the trees, so that the 
dead ones were carted off in wheel- 
barrows.

It 
is stated that it will be a collateral 
loan and that probably British railroad 
and municipal bonds will be part of the 
collateral. People familiar with financ- 
ing conditions predict that the new I8- 
sue will find a ready market. 

The export movement continues to 
be record breaking. The September 
exports were $512,847,957, or about $3,- 
000,000 above the record for a month 
prior to last month, which was made in 
August. For the twelve montns end- 
ing September 30 the total exports were: 
close to $5,000,000,000, and it is believed 
that the total for 1916 will be in ex- 
cess of that figure. Imports in Sep- 
tember were $164,128,604, a decrease of 
$55,000,000 from the August figures. 
The trade balance for the month was 
not quite $350,000,000, or at an annual 

ate of over four billions of dollars. 

n view of the tremendous exports of 
the present time, it is probable that 
the allied governments will have to 
take some further special action sooner 
or later to bolster up their exchange, 
as even the large loans, the movement 
of large supplies of gold and the sales 
of foreign securities here have not be- 
gun to clear off the trade balance due 
to the United States, and if this trade 
balance continues to grow it will soon 
cause weakness in foreign exchange. 


Car Shortage Serious. 


The freight car shortage is becoming 
a serious problem for the railroad man- 
agements of the country and for ship- 
pers and receivers of all kinds of goods 
to solve. It is believed that fully 200,- 
000 more freight cars could be Kept 
busy at the present time and that there 
would not be any idle cars with that 
many added. The present car totals, 
therefore, mean that nearly every sec- 
tion is short of its absolute needs. 
Freight is being held up at many points 
for days at a time because of lack of 
cars to carry it. The heaviest demand 
for cars is on at the present time, and 
from now until snow falls it is usual 
for the high average of freight move- 
ment to be on; therefore it is probable 
that the total car shortage will go 
above the 100,000 mark, as compared 
with a shortage in the United States 
and Canada of 61,031 on September 30. 
The shortage is mostly due to the fact 
that railroads would not buy because 
of the poor earnings they were having 
in 1914 and 1915, when freight ‘ar 
prices and steel prices were low, and 
recently would not buy new cars be- 
cause of high prices. They are now 

lacing large orders for cars at the 

ighest prices for them which have 
ever prevailed in the history of the 
equipment business. 

The dividend record continues on the 
constructive side, with many new com- 
panies joining the ranks of those in- 
creasing their dividends. The last quar- 
ter of 1916, from the dividends declared 
paid.already, will be the best in point 
of total dividends paid on stocks of 
any three months on record. 

Plans for extensive financirg for do- 
mestic corporations are expected in the 
mear future. Many railroads which had 
not been in the market for funds to 
build new lines, extensions, e‘c., earlier 
in the year, owing to the uncertainties 
of the railroad strike situation are now 
reported to be waiting for the elections 
to be over before preparing plans for 
floating bonds or selling securities to 
pay for new properties. For many 
years, there has been very little done 
in the way of new lines or large ex- 
tensions to existing lines, but it is now 
planned by many railroads to develop 
parts of the west, south and southwest 
not now favored with good transgporta- 
tion facilities. The money market con- 
ditions are particularly favorable for 
this form of financing, after several 
years in which it has been difficult 
for railroads to borrow for their ab- 
solute needs, and a period of great ex- 
pansion in railroading may be at hand, 
in spite of the many handicaps, such 
as higher wages, etc., that the railroals 
have now. Ptne railroads have very 
few maturing securities to provide for, 
comparatively, and few other nee:ls 
outside of expansion have to be met 
during the next year or two. : 

It may be that the buying of new 
equipment will cost so much, however, 
that some of the present tentative plans 
for development may have to be aban- 
doned. The prosperity of the country 
devoted to the raising of grain and cot- 
ton, also mining districts, will mean 
that farmers and miners will be seek- 
ing new fields to develop if they can 
get the railroads to follow them. ere 
are extensive sections which have such 
poor railroad facilities now that it has 


od 


natural resources. 
Bond Market Active. 


The bond market during the past 
week or two has been more active 
than at any time in recent years. The 
public has been putting part of the 
tremendous profits which have been 
made in grain, metals, munitions manu- 
facture and in many other lines into 
permanent investment, and as a result 
the market is being swept bare of at- 
tractive offerings of bonds. As soon 
a's new issues are ready for sale they 
are promptly oversubscribed. Even with 
the large offerings of foreign securi- 
ties at high prices to tempt the in- 
vestor away from the low yield better 
class domestic bonds, the latter have 
been so freely bought that the price 
of many of them has risen to near 
record figures. 

The laoor situation throughout the 
country is far from satisfactory, and 
although there are no large strikes in 
progress at present, it is believed that 
further labor difficulties on a large 
scale will be seen before long at one 
point or another. The shortage of la- 
bor of all kinds has reached an acute 
Stage. A humorous feature of the 
shortage is that in many of the larger 
cities there is an absolute dearth of 
office boys. This ‘shortage of boys, 
however, is a very serious thing in 
many businesses and is proving a 


| 


handicap and cause of loss, 


ceptionally active stage at the present 
time, and even though Oklahoma and 
other mid-continent producing proper- 
ties are working at capacity, the sup- 
ply is falling short of the demand and 
‘storage oil is being heavily drawn on 
in most sections of the country. Penn- 
sylvania prices’ have been restored to 
the high record figure of $2.60 a bar- 
rel, up 30 cents a barrel from the low. 
Mid-continent prices of 90 cents a bar- 
rel are about $1 a barrel below due 
parity with Pennsylvania crude, which 
means an advance sooner or later for 
the former grade. ; 

Sugar prices are seeking new high 
levels again, although they have not 
quite equaled those of earlier in the 
year on this movement. The demand for 
sugar export is unabated, and still 
higher prices are predicted. 

Coffee was about the only commod- 
ity which is speculated in on a large 
scale which had not made new high 
records in the last year or two, and 
for a long time it had been at prices 
which seemed low in the wholesale 
markets as compared with pre-war 
times. Recently, however, coffee has 
had a large advarce and it may join 
the other commedities in spectacular 
advances before lcng, according to the 
belief of some followers of its market 
conditions. 


Copper Market Steady. 


The copper market has continued 
strong, although the recent export 
movement has been on a smaller scale. 
Home buying is good and very little 
copper available for delivery over the 
next few months is unsold, so prices 
are holding firm. 

Export demanJ for steel is at a rate 
far in excess of the unsold capacity 
of mills to aecept. and a lively com- 
petition for bookings is expected be- 
tween export and domestic buyers, the 
loser to go without steel until some 
time toward the end of 1917, nearly 
all capacity for the next ten months 
having been sold. Many large export 
orders were booked during the last 
week. Higher prices have been named 
for many products recently. 

Two-dollar wheat, for cash sales of 
some grades, has been realized, and the 
speculative markets have passed $1.80 
per bushel (Chicago) for the Decer- 
ber and May deliveries. Export buying 
has been on a large scale, with millers 
also large buyers. Flour prices have 
gone to record figures. 

The cotton market ran wild during 
the past week, with bullish enthusi- 
asm continuing and resulting in an ad- 
vance to 20 cents a pound for some 
deliveries. After the high points were 
reached profit-taking was on a large 
scale, and extensive declines followed, 
with renewed support and recoveries 
later. It was possible for a speculator 
to have made a fortune in one day on 
either side during the violent fluctua- 
tions in some sessions of the past week. 
The ginning to October 17 was 7,291,- 
733 bales this year, an increase of over 
1,500,000 as compared with 1915, and the 
largest total for the period on record. 
The figures, however, are supposed to 
represent a much larger proportion of 
the total crop than ever before at this 
time of the season.

CROP IS ESTIMATED 
AT 11,167,000 BALES 


New York October 28.—(Special.)—The 
annual preliminary crop estimate of the 
Watkins bureau of H. F. Bachman & Co. 


is 11,167,000 bales. Last year this bureau 
estimated the crop at 11,191,000 bales, 
which compared with the final census re- 
port of 11,191,000 bales. Watkins’ bureau 
has been making crop estimates for eleven 
years and their estimates during that period 
have proved more correct than those of the 
sovernment or any other crop reporting 
bureau in existence. 

A striking feature of the report is that the 
crop east of the Mississippi river is about 
900,000 bales less than last year despite a 
material increase in acreage, while west of 
the river the crop is about 1,000,000 bales 
more than last year. Failure of the crop 
east of the river is largely due to lack of 
potash and the same condition will prevail 
next year in a still greater degree. 

American milis are consuming 12 per 
cent more cotton than last year, indicating 
4 consumption of 8,151,000 bales. Exports 
are running 43 per cent ahead of last year, 
but someone must do without, since on the 
basis of the present crop there are only 
4,124,000 bales for the past five years, We 
expect lively competition in the near fu- 
ture between the spinner and speculator 
until the price is reached that will effectu- 
ally check them. It is claimed that spin- 
ners can pay 25 cents for cotton now and 
still make handsome profits.

New York, October 28.—Rising prices in 
cotton goods are expected to continue until 
the whole market on a level that will 
take care of mills that are buying cotton at 
i9c a pound or higher. Gray goods and 
brown sheetings are already on a safe price 
level for the mills and the new duck list 
to be issued about November 10, on a basis 
20 per cent higher than the old one will 
give milis more leeway for trading at a 
profit. Many lines of goods have been 
withdrawn from the market, mills having 
sold all they can make in the next few 
months. The demand for goods for im- 
mediate and nearby use has continued 
steady and when buyers have found the 
status of supplies they have tried to place 
orders farther ahead than many mills care 
to go at this time.

Commissioner M’Chord to Meet 
Representatives of Roads 
and Shippers. 


Washington, October 28—An infor- 
mal. conference on the nation-wide car 
shortage will be conducted at Louis- 
ville November 3 and 4 by Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner McChord, upen 
the urgent request of shippers. Rep- 
resentatives of all southern and eastern 
railroads and of southern shippers will 


be present. 

The southern and eastern railroads, 
through their representatives, will ex- 
plain the present car distribution, the 
delays in movement and unloading, re- 
turn of foreign cars to the owning 
lines, the assessment penalties for mis- 
use of equipment and measures adopted 
for securing relief. 

The shippers charge that railroads re- 
ceive cars for export without assurance 
of water shipping facilities, and per- 
mit their use for storage. The orig- 
inating railroad lines claim that their 
cars are not promptly returned. | 

The interstate commerce commission 
today prepared a list of questions which 
they have requested railroads to an- 
swer. These ask each line how many 
of its cars were off its lines on No- 
vember 1 next; how many foreign cars 
were on its lines. what efforts made 
and results, to have its cars returned, 
what restrictions it applies to use of 
equipment, what particular traffic is 
favored in distribution of cars and why, 
whether there is any particular traffic 
that the road feels warranted in giving 
less than its ratable proportion of 
available cars, and whether there is 
any reason to believe that employees 
are discriminating between shippers in 
car distribution. 

Each road is asked whether the pres- 
ent traffic in its territory is abnormal 
for this season, and to what extent, 
how much additional equipment would 
be required to take care of all traffic 
offered, what percentage of equipment 
is out of service by reason of not meet- 
ing with interchange requirements; 
what proportion of equipment has been 
repaired within the past six months to 
make it fit for service; how many cars 
have been retired during the past year 
and how many placed in service, or or- 
dered, and when delivery of new cars 
is expected. 

The commission also
